write down the charge against the defendant. And when 
nothing is written down, nothing is certain. 


In most cities it is the practice of the 


police department to authorize the 
arresting officer to "book" the de- 
fendant on the official police record, 
which is called the "blotter." 


The charge on the "blotter" is not 


necessarily the charge on which tl 
defendant is actually prosecuted i 
court. The city, through its attornc 
or other qualified authority, may altc 
the charge due to later investigation— 
but the alteration is made publicly an 
on good and sound authority. 


This is an entirely different matte 


from %c rumors which go flyin 
around Hope about the police depar 
mont—and which cnn neither be prov 
cd nor disproved. 


What the police need is a "blotter 


which will record the exact charg 
which the arresting officer deemed 
advisable to place against the defcnc 
ant at the moment of arrest. The re 
port of the night force will then b 
reduced to writing. 


And the editor of this newspapc 


doesn't have to remind anyone tha 
most of the responsibility for safety o 
life and property, and the maintcnanc 
of an orderly city, rests with the nigl 
police. 


The exact nature of the night po 


lice's charges should be reduced 
writing, on a "blotter" such as ever 
well-policed city requires.

second week's tally. 


The first returns from Texas show 


a lead of well over 4 to 1 for Roosevelt. 


Oklahoma's first votes arc meager 


but give Roosevelt 712 votes to Lan-

The early ballots from Ohio give 


Landon more than a 3 to 2 lead over 
Roosevelt with 3,293 votes marked for 
the Republican candidate to 2,193 bal- 
lots in favor of the Democratic nom- 
inee. 


An addition of over 11,000 votes from 


New Jersey increases Landon's last 
week lead of over 3 to 2 fractionally.

surrender of the city had been expect- 
ed momentarily.

Phenolphthalein is a recently discov- 


ered laxative now widely popularized 
as the basis of most advertised laxa- 
tive remedies. 


This substance, which is a coal tar 


derivative, acts on the large intestines 
as a purgative. Some people are es- 
pecially sensitive to phenolphhtalein 
and respond to its use with eruptions 
on the skiri. 


It is not safe to develop the cathartic 


or laxative habit. Constipation, as will 
be pointed out later in this series, is 
much better treated by determining its 
causes and eliminating that cause, and 
also by use of enough fluid and enough 
fruits, vegetables, and similar laxative 
material in the diet.

The Council in Jerusalem 
Text: Acts 15:1-35; Galarians 


The coming into the early church of 


Gentile concerts brought problems that 
might have seemed easy of solution; 
but were difficult because the Jewish 
converts brought with them into their 
new faith in Jesus the faith and forms 
of Judaism. 


Paul did not think of himself as less 


a Jew because he was a follower of 
Jesus. On the contrary, he believed 
that, in accepting Jesus as the Messiah, 
he was following out the teachings and 
prophecies of the religion in which he 
had been trained. Thus he said that 
he worshiped the God of his Fathers, 
though it was in the way that his 
former associates called heresy. 


The most acute problem that con- 


fronted the church concerned the mat- 
ter of circumcision. This was a rite 
that occupied much the same place in 
Judaism that baptism has occupied in 
the Christian church; and if we think 
of the Jewish converts as narrowmind- 
cd and attaching undue importance to 
forms in asserting that the Gentile con- 
verts to Christianity should be cir- 
cumcised, we need only imagine what 
would happen even today if someone 
proposed that baptism should not be 
insisted upon. 


The council at Jerusalem decided 


that it was not necessary that the Gen- 
tile concerts should bo circumcised. All 
that was required of them was that 
they should fulfill the moral law. 


The momentous nature of this de- 


cision can hardly be overemphasized. 
It meant that, in the first great issue 
that faced the church, the decision 
was for reality and not for form. It 
meant that the new religion was to be 
as broad as humanity in its scope, am' 
not merely a new sect of Judaism 


U would be well if the church ha i 


always met similar issues with the 
same sanity of vision, and with the 
same largeness of view. 


Again and again through leas wise 


decisions of churches and church lead- 
ers, things "to grevoius to be borne" 
iiave been imposed upon new converts 
tilings that had little to do with the 
fundamental matter of true character 
and loyalty to Christ. 


Christians learn slowly to put first 


things first. The history of the church 
IK a history of elevating creeds, forms 
practices, and sometimes prejudices to 
the place that only Christ should have 
n the Christian heart and mind and 
n the Christian fellowship.

Congress Is Rich 
Prize of Campaign 


Senate Safely Democratic, 


But House Is Subject 


to Change 


By BYRON PRICE

The special importance of the con- 


gressional elections of 1936 is amply at- 
tested by the close attention which is 
centering upon them from the head- 
quarters of the two major parties. 


Most of this solicitude on the part of 


the national leaders escapes general 
notice. The activities of the presiden- 
tial campaign itself not only are more 
spectacular in a national sense, but 
they are more readily followed by the 
public from day to day. One big show 
is easier to watch than many smaller 
shows, all going at once. 


In its physical and technical sense, 


every campaign for congress is a local 
matter. The tendency of almost all 
voters is to be interested in the con- 
gressional elections in their own re- 
spective districts, and pay little atten- 
tion to those in other districts, or to 
what the sum total of them all may be. 


The party leaders, however, are fully 


alive to the national aspects of the 
case. They do not advertise all that 
they dp about congressional campaigns, 
for they hope to escape all suspicion 
of outside interference in any situation 
which might be considered local. 


This year, especially, these leaders 


rtot only are on the alert, but they are 
active, for special reasons. 


G. O. P. Situation Peculiar 


For the Republicans the situation is 


a peculiar one, without precedent in 
recent years. 


The Republicans cannot attain a ma- 


jority in the senate next session, no 
matter what they do. With only one- 
third of the senate membership com- 
ng up at a time, the Democrats arc 
ure of a majority even if every Re- 
ublican senatorial nominee is elected 
lis fall. 
That means that if Governor Landon 


vins, he is certain to find one branch 


of congress controlled by the opposi- 
tion party; and it makes impsrative an 
especially vigorous attempt to return a 
Republican majority in the house. 


But the Democrats also have their 


problem. The senate is safely Demo- 
cratic, but it happens that it is the 
house which originates the "money 
bills" that are certain to play so great 
a part in legislative policy during the 
next four years. 


If Mr. Roosevelt is reelected, how 


far could he hope to get with his pro- 
gram with the drafting of appropria- 
tions and revenue measures in the 
hands of Republicans? 


Such questions are not exactly new, 


but they are coming home with great- 
er and greater force as election day 
nears. 


New Influences Figure 


Moreover, there arc still other fac- 


tors which have received little notice 
hitherto, but which begin to stand out 
in greater relief as the campaign de- 
velops. 


Within each party there are numer- 


ous subdivisions. If Mr. Landon could 
count on the legislative support of 
everyone elected as a Republican, or 
Mr. Roosevelt could rely on the vote 
cf everyone elected as a Democrat, the 
situation would be far more simple 
than it is. 


The Townsenditcs are making a na- 


tionwide campaign to elect a powerful 
bloc of their own to congress, under 
whatever party label. The followers 
of Father Coughlin arc endeavoring to 
do the same. 


All along the line new influences 


and new considerations are qualifying 
former party affiliations. 


So the congressional campaign has 


become, altogether, one of the most in- 
teretsing and complicated on record. 
It is a pity that its wide diffusion, 
geographically and with respect to is- 
sues, prevents the electorate as a 
whole from getting any comprehen- 
sive view of it or understanding fully 
its great possibilities.
